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BIG TOBACCO DEAL. 

Green River Association Sells 20. 
000,000 Pounds. Brings $9, 
$6 and $.5. 

Owensboro, Ky., Nov. 8. —One of the 
largest tobacco deals ever consum- 
mated in Western Kentucky wasclosed 
today In Owensboro, when the Green 
River Tobacco Growers' Associa 
dit posed of practically 20,000,000 
pounds of dark tobacco, ranging 
prices of from >9 to fil for leaf and 
lugs and $3 for all train. 

The purchase will amount to about 
$1,275,000, and has been pending for 
some time. A meeting has been called 
of the growers for November 12, at 
which time tne action af the board of 
control will be ratified or rejected. If 
It is ratified the deliveries of the weed 
will begin on November U The board 
of control is of the opinion that the 
price this year is an improvement over 
last year's figures, The purchasers 
are the American Tobacco Company, 
Imperial Tobacco Company, James 
Hodge, Richard O'Flynn, S. T, Burnt 
and the Gallaher, limited. 

The American Tobacco Company is 
the largest purchaser. It ts to receive 
nearly 10,000,000 pounds. Daviess 
county is credited with having 10,000.- 
000 pounds pledged in the pool; Ohio 
couniv 2,000.000 pounds; McLean coun- 
ty 4,">00,000 pounds: Haocock county 
1,250,000 pounds. 

The Daviess county Burley growers 
today also closed a deal with the Anier- 
can Tcbacco Company for the sale of 
> 2,000.000 pounds of Hurley at a price of 
$14 for leaf and ljgs and *7 for trash. 

The district meeting of the Ameri- 
can Society of Equity was in session 
behind closed doors in Owensboro this 
afternoon. The Kipjity Society some 
time ago fixed the top price for leaf at 
$10, but it is thought that a meeting 
of the growers will be called at an 
early date and they will recede from 
the former action. The Home Ware- 
house Company, of Daviess county, and 
the A. S. of E. control 9,000,000 pounds 
of tobacco, and It is believed they will 
close a de*l within the next few days.

I out doubt the best Implement for keep- 
ing roads In shape and In many In- 
stances Is as efficient as any other im- 
plement In the construction of earth 

The King drag can be constructed 
of either a split log or a plank, but In 
Nebraska the plank Is much easier to 
obtain than the log; bence this brief 
description pertains to the construction 
from planks. 

Select a good yellow pine, ash or oak 
plank two Inches thick, twelve Inches 
wide and fourteen feet long. 'Cut this 
in two nt an augle so thai one edge 
of each piece is seven feet «lx Inches 
long anil the other edge Is six feet six 
Inches long. Spike to the back and 
along the center of each of these 
planks u two 4ucli by six inch piece.

It Is generally better to 
go over the mad twice and In some 
places oftener 

The drug should be floored with 
boards which are separated by open 
spaces of nutncient width so that the 
dirt which falls over will rattle 
through, nml .vet they should be close 
enough so that the driver can move 
about upon i he drag quite freely. 

To Insure the successful operation 
of the drag li Is necessary for the 
driver to use careful Judgment. Some- 
times It is essential that tlie blade be 
held down mi that the drag will cut 
roots and weeds, while at other times 
the front edge should not bear too 
heavily upon the surface, as It will 
dig out a soft place which would be 
■ better If left undisturbed. This regu- 
lation of the culling edge can be ac- 
complished by the driver moving back 
and forth or to the right n*nd left oq 
the drag.
